William M. and Margeret Emiline were 
married June 19, 1873 in Jackson County, 
MS. William was born in 1849 to Richard 
Trehern, Sr. and Mary Shepherd. Margaret 
was born in Bayou La Batre, AL on April 
17, 1858, and was the daughter of Alphonse 
Ladnier and Melita Emiline Goleman 
Ladnier. 

William, called “Will”, was a well known 
and respected carpenter in Jackson County 
and in May, 1895, he built the new jail for 
East Side. William and Margaret had settl- 
ed at East Side to raise a large family. They 
were: Charles Douglas, born Jan. 20, 1875, 
married Nancy Ada Danley. William 
Hubert, born Sept. 19, 1877, married first 
Katherine Sims and second Gertrude Faulk. 
Melita Emiline, born Feb. 8, 1880, married 
first Earl Tillery, second Dudley Franklin, 
third John Erickson and fourth J.R. 
Underwood. Ida M. (Artemis), born Jan. 26, 


1883 and died when she was a young girl.

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Walter Deboust. Lillie S., born Oct. 12, 1888, 
married Laurence Bosarge. Robert Richard, 
born July 8, 1892, married Evia Mary 
Geautreaux.

On July 21, 1897, William was struck and 
killed by freight train No. 71 on the railroad 
tracks near Scranton, MS; his wife, 
Margaret was with child when he died. 
Margaret moved from East Side and settl- 
ed her family on Resca de la Palma in 
Pascagoula where she lived till her death on 
Dec. 20, 1943, she is buried at Greenwood 
Cemetery. 

Her great granddaughter, Marie Trehern 
Hardy remembers how she would always 
have the best gingerbread for her and her 
grandpa Charles Douglas Trehern, when 
they went to visit her.

TURNER, NOAH 


F527 


Noah Turner was born in Northampton 
County, NC near present day North Carolina 
on May 11, 1764. He was the son of Charles 
Turner, and his mother’s name is not known 
to the author. Charles Turner had im- 
migrated to North Carolina from England 
suburban London sailing from Southwick. 
His mother had died and his father and 
brother, Enoch, both returned to England 
about 1775-77, leaving Noah alone as a boy 
of twelve or fourteen. He is known to have 
enlisted in the South Carolina militia during 
the Revolutionary War and served for three 
and a half years. 

He stated in a pension application made 
on May 11, 1832 while living in Jackson 
County, MS at age 68, that he was in 
Captain Joseph Johnson’s Company after 
the British took Savannah and remained in 
the regular service until peace was declared. 
He served also under Captains Frederick 
Womack and John Sapp ranging from 
Edisto in South Carolina to Ogeechee in 
Georgia. He was living in Barnwell District, 
SC at the time of his enlistment. John 
Mason, a Revolutionary War veteran living 
in Mobile County, AL and a direct ancestor 
of the author, attested to the information 
and of knowing Turner in South Carolina, at 
several sites during the War, and later in 
Alabama. 

Turner received a Georgia Passport on 
Nov. 27, 1809 to travel to the Mississippi 
Territory. He first located about ten miles 
south of Fort Mims in present day Baldwin 
County, AL early in 1810. He moved to the 
Leaf River in Greene County, MS in the 
spring of 1811 and lived there until 1816. He 
then moved to the head of Cedar Creek in 
Jackson County, MS in 1818 after living at 
“Chickasamba” Chickasawhay for two 
years, He lived in Jackson County until 1835 
when he moved to western Mobile County, 
AL, He was located near the old McGowin 
Farm just east of Big Creek on present day 
Dickens Ferry Road or Airport Boulevard. 
He died there on Jan. 21, 1837. He is buried 
at Shady Grove Cemetery, located on Air- 


port Boulevard about fifteen miles west of 
Mahila 


He was married to Sarah Turner, daughter 
of John Turner (no known relation), in 
Barnwell District, SC in 1787. Sarah died 
about 1856 in Mobile County and is buried 
beside her husband. His grave is marked 
with a Revolutionary War veteran’s marker 
provided in 1914 by a Mobile chapter of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution. To 
this marriage was born the following 
children: Enoch, born Oct. 29, 1788, married 
first Martha (Patsy) Box, daughter of 
Charles Box, then Cordelia Sirmona. 
Charles, born Oct. 8, 1790, married Nancy 
Cochran of Jackson Co. in 1813. Mary, born 
Oct. 14, 1972, married a Smith. Chloe, born 
Feb. 14, 1795, married Henry W. Flurry. 
Sarah, born Feb. 5, 1797, married Usa 
Battiste; Nicey, born Feb. 5, 1800, married 
John Moore; William, born July 30, 1802, 
married Rennie; John (Jack), born Feb. 5, 
1805, married Elizabeth Rawls; Noah, Jr., 
born Nov. 19, 1810, married a Haas; Henry, 
born Dec. 4, 1813, married first Martha 
Calloway, then Maria McCaskill.

VANCLEAVE 


- BRADFORD FAMILIES 


Gordon and Vertalee VanCleave are 
descendents of two pioneer Jackson County 
families, the VanCleaves and the Bradfords. 
The Bradfords settled here about 1804 and 
the VanCleaves in 1867. 

In fact, over the years their families have 
blended together in war and peace, as well 
as politically. For instance, in 1911, 
Gordon’s father, W.S. VanCleave, and 
Vertalee’s father, Frederick S. Bradford, 
were serving on the Ocean Springs Board of 
Aldermen. 

To add a twist to this situation, Joseph B. 
Garrard was also serving on the board and, 
in later years, his grandson Joseph B. 
Garrard, II would also serve there and would 
marry Gordon and Vertalee’s daughter, 
Sandra Eileen. 

Gordon was the youngest son of William 
S. VanCleave and Eudora Casey VanCleave. 
He was born May 24, 1906, in Ocean 
Springs. He was the third generation in his 
family’s business, which lasted 97 years. He 
was a descendent of Jan (John) VanCleef 
who was born about 1623 in Holland. He im- 
migrated to America in 1656 and first 
appeared as a farmer in Grovesend, Long 
Island, NY in 1656, 

Vertalee is one of four sisters whose sur- 
name, Bradford, was carried down ten 
generations from William Bradford, the se- 
cond governor of the Plimouth Plantation, 
Plymouth, MA. Governor Bradford was 
born in Austerfield, across from River Idle, 
Yorkshire, England, in 1589. The sisters now 
belong to the Society of Mayflower 
Descendents, an organization exclusively for 
descendents who came on the first 
Mayflower ship from England. 

Vertalee was the daughter of Frederick S. 
and Letetia Carver Bradford. She had three 
sisters: Matilda E. (Betty) Milsted, who mar- 
ried Joseph Walter Milsted; Eleanora F.,

The answer to 
those tricky multiplication pro- 
blems can be easy to figure out, 
thanks to Theresa Elias of 
Pascagoula, author of the book, 


’ Clues For the Multiplication 


Blues. 
Mrs. Elias has developed a 


-system of clues that make the 


multiplication tables simple and 
easy for children to learn. 

“Children find the book to. be 
fun, challenging and most im- 
portantly of all, successful,’ 
Mrs. Elias said. 

A little blue character, de- 
signed by Mrs. Elias’ son, John 
William, journeys page-by-page 
throughout the book to find the 
answers to his multiplication 
woes. Beginning with the 
multiplication table of 12, the 
character finds clues on each 
page to help solve each 
multiplication problem.

After researching several 
publishing companies, Mrs. 
Elias decided to start her own 
publishing company — Saile 
Publishing Co. With the help ‘of 
Barley Webb who illustrated the 
book and Goodgames Printing in 
Pascagoula, Mrs. Elias’ book 
was published i in January. 

The book is mainly sold 
through mail order and has been 
picked up by numerous school 
systems in southern states. 

Mrs Elias said that starting 
her own publishing company 
was not difficult.
